I own a Yaesu FT-411 handheld. It has EAR and a MIC socket at the top. 
I think the EAR carries only the output audio to the speaker, but the 
MIC carries the audio from the microphone and also the PTT line. 
My question is: How does the radio knows that the PTT was pressed ? 


Thanks in advance, 


I think the external mic has a resistor from the mic line, through the 
p.t. switch to ground. The radio has an op-amp comparator circuit 

that senses a drop in voltage on the mic input line when the p.t. switch 
is pressed. That way, the mic audio is not shorted out, and the op-amp 
output is used to key the radio.
